He attains the highest 
pitch of delicacy in his masterly 
technique. At the same time une 
is conscious, when listening to bim 
of the strong hand of the master 
and of reserves of power. 

The concert was a great success. 
Mr. Hambourg was assisted by a 
surprising young English pianist 
—on the program he was called the 
“Woglish Boy-Pianist’? — named 
Gereld Moore, and by Lawerence 
Lambert, a fine, upstanding, celf- 
po-sessed but modest young Cana 
dian lyric baritone, who is a dis- 
tinct addition to the ranks of Can- 
adian baritones and who bids fair 
to extend this descriptive geograph- 
ical adjective beyond the limits of 
the Dominion. As a most pleasant 
and notable opening of the musical 
season in this city, there could not 
have been a hajpier event. A 
very large crowd, comprising the

Some taonths ago ‘a> poster was isaued titled “What 
Every Disabled Soldier Should Know” aad proved so use- 
ful that it is to be issued again. Many do not realize either 
what lias to be done or what is being done to secure the 
disabled soldier’s restoration to ability and his firm estab 
lishment in a career of self-supporting industry. Yet this 
is absolutely essential if he is not to suffer when the labor 
market is no longer in its present quite abnormal state, 
This cannot be achieved without a clear understanding and 
hearty co-operation on the part of the public. For this 
reason we append a copy of the information: 

That there is no such word as “impossible” in hia! 
dictionary. 

That his natural ambition to earn a good living can 
be fulfilled. 

That he can either get rid of his disability or acquire 
a new ability to offset it. 

Chat the whole object of doctors, nurses and the 
instructors is to help him in doing that very thing. 

That he must help them to help him, 

_ That he will have the most careful and effectual 
treatment known to science. 

That interesting and useful occupations form a most 
valuable part of the treatraent in Convalescent Hospitals 
and Sanatoria, 

That if he cannot carry out his fret duty by rejoin 
ing his comrades at the front, aud if there is vo light duty 
tor him with the Canadian forces overseas, he is taken 
home to Canada, as soon as his condition and the shipping 
facilities make this possible, 

That his etrength and earning capacity will be re- 
stored there to the highest degree possible, through the 
Military Hospitals Commission. = 

That if he requires ao artificial limb or kindred 
appliance it willbe supplied free, 

That every man disabled by service will receive a 
pension or gratuity in proportion to his disability. 

That his pension cannet be reduced by his under- 
taking work or perfecting himself in sume form of industry, 

That his pay and allowances contiuue till he is cured 
or till his pension begine, 


That an extra three months’ pay, field pay, and 
separation allowance when there are dependents receiving 
such allowance, will be paid to all men returned from over 
seas and honorably discharged after at least six months 
service,—with certain exceptions, such as members of the 
permanent foree and Federal or Provineial civil service 
who can step right back in their old positions, 


That if his disability prevents him from returning 
to his old work he will receive free training for a new 
occupation, 


Thet full consideration is given to his own capacity 
and desires when a new occupation has to be chosen, 


That his own will-power and determination will 
enable him to succeed, both in the training and in the 
occupation afterwards. 

That his maintenance and that of his family will be 
paid for during the training he my receive after discharge, 
and for a month longer, 

That neither his treatment nor his training will cost 
him a cent, 

That his home province has a special commission to 
assist him in finding employment on discharge. 

That hundreds of towns and villages have commit- 
tees, associations, and clubs to welcome him on arrival, and 
to help in securing a position for him 

That the Dominion and Provincial governmants,the 
municipal authorities, and all sorts of employers, give the 
returned soldier preference in filling vacant positions, 

That the returned soldier wishing to take up land 
and farm it, will be helped to do so, under Federal and 
other settlement schemes, 

That the Millitary Hospitals Commission exists to 
carry out his restoration and training in Canada. 

hat the Board of Pension Commission exists to 
\ distribute the pensions provided by his country for him 
and his dependents, 

That the Military Hospitale Commission and the 
Board of Pension Commissioners are in the position of 
trustees, appointed for his benefit, and representing the 
whole people of Canada, 


That, therefore, he should write direct to the Com 
{mission or the Board if he needs advice or help.

; CARE AND KNOWLEDGE 


How to Secure Velvety Sward That 
Rivals Flower Garden in 
Its Beauty 
wy 


advice on lawns is given by B. GO, 
Tillett of Hamilton, Ont., as follows: 
' There is no feature of our garden 
| more important, if we would have it 
look well, t'an a perfect piece of lawn, 
It may be said to be the frame to 
the picture—-the finishing touch. A 
really good ~elvety lawn is, in fact, 
worthy and generally receives as 
much admiration as the flower borders 
behind it. A perfect lawn depends, 
to a very great extent, upon the seed 
used. This must be the best lawn 
seed and guaranteed free from hay, 
meadow grass or clover seed. A new 
lawn can be laid down either in the 
spring or in the- fall. 

Level and Un disturbed 

It is essential that the seed should 
be sown on absolutely even ground, 
It rust not, therefore, be trodden on 
again after the final raking. In order 
to avoid this, a strip of ground about 
three feet wide should be marked otf 
with the garden line. After this has 
been sown, rake out the feet marks, 
and measure off another strip of 
the ground in the same way, each 
time levelling out the sower's fect 
marks, 

The seed must be evenly sown and 
fairly thickly, so that all the ground 
is well covered, It should then be 
lightly raked in, taking care that tho 
evenness of the ground is not dis- 
turbed, and that no footprints are left, 
The ground should then be rol'ed ia 
order to bury any uncovered seed, 
which will then germinate with tha 
first shower of rain. If the weather 
remains dry, the ground may bea 
syriiged over, As to the quantity of 
seed vequired, one pound will sow 
about thirty square yards of ground 


Cutting and Weeding 

The grass should be allowed 1» 
grow until it is four inches high and 
should then be cut with a sharp 
scythe; afterward the machine may 
be used, setting it high; cutting too 
close weakens the young plants. 1. 
there are any bare places these shoul) 
be reseeded, The new lawn shoul 
be cut regularly once a week, and 
when there fs little rainfall, watered 
in the shade of the evening, Never 
water grass when the sun is over: 
head. 

A suitable tool should ba used to 
remove weeds, such as dandelions, 
daisics, plantains, docks, ete. These 
will always appear even when the 
best seed has Leen sown, as there 
are certain to be some weed secds 
in the ground, but, if taken in timo, 
the grass will soon become master 
of these, and they will disappear. In 
order to possess a fine lawn, there 
must be constant cutting, rolling, and

Advice For Handling Milch Cows and 
Steers 

The cow calving thin has a ,oor 
chance to muke greatest profits, if 
any profits at all. The persistent 
milking cow needs four to eight weeks’ 
rest and good feeding before her next 
freshening. Is your cow which is not 
persistent less profitable because she 
{is not so good, or because she is poorly 
fed and managed? Only by keeping 
records of milk produced and feed 
consumed can this be discovered. 
Discard the mongrel and scrub bull 
and save money. If calves are worth 
raising, they should be of the best 
breeding possible, on the sire’s side 
at least. Use only the very best 
pure-bred bull available; good dairy 
cattle are more valuable each year, 
and the good ones never come by 
chance, but are well bred and reared, 
Greatest profits are made in steer 
feeding when the animals are finished 
and marketed as baby beef (12 fo 
20 months) or as prime 2-year-old 
steers, In finishing steers in summer,

Sir Douglas Haig, the commander- 
in-chief of the British forces in 
France, in a despatch reports on the 
Operations carricd on from Novyem- 
ber to the commencement of the 
present offensive.

Che burden of America in feeding 
the world during the war is empha- 
sized by the export figures on certain 
foodstuffs for the month of April, ob- 
tained from an official source by the 
food administration. 

The figures show that wheat ex- 
ports increased from 11,392,788 bush- 
cls, as an average for the preceding 
nine months, to 14,233,013 bushels for 
\pril, The nine-months figures rep- 
resent an increase of 52 per cent. as 
compared with a three year pre-war 
period. (1912-14.) 

Beef exports, which had shown a 
comparative gain of 330 per cent, in 
the nine months over the pre-war 
period, increased from 22,295,972 
pounds to 48,211,592 pounds 

Su , Which had shown a 1,500 
per cent. incre in the nine months 
period, on the refined product, de- 
creased in April from the average of 
103,486,176 pounds to 92,283,738 
pounds. 

A notable decrease was in the mat- 
ter of fish exports, which include 
eanned salmon and dried fish, The 
average of 15,122,474 pounds export- 
ed in the nine months period drop- 
ped to 7,544,877 pounds for April. 
Vhe figures are for exportations of 
domestic origin only,

what can we answer if we wish to 
remain just and fair, I am of the 
opinionethat, in these questions 
lawyers and magistrates will have to 
apply strictly the principles of inter 
national law, If this application of 
justice is not sufficient—and, unfor- 
tunately, I fear that such may be the 
case—competent authoritics should 
take other measures to give satisfac- 


tion to public opinion in regard to 
German atrocities. 

“What may these measures be? 
There are, first, reprisals; there is 


another solution, the consequences of 
the third paragraph of The Hague 
convention, which was proposed bh) 
German delegates and which reads 
as follows: ‘The belligerent who 
should violate the dispositions of 
the convention shall eventually have 
to indemnify the people he has rob 
bed. He shall be held responsible 
for all acts done by persons belong 
ing to his army,’ 

“This is the great point,” said Mi 
De Wiart in conclusion, “and in my 
opinion there can be no peace with- 
out such reparation.” 


Conserving Food In Britain 
Savings Committee Report 

Shows People Voluntarily 
Cutting Down Rations 


Premier Lloyd George has written 
to the chairman of the national war 
savings committee thanking him for 
the committee’s efforts and paying 
tribute to its success in effecting food 
economy, Mr, Lloyd George adds 
that he has every hope “that the peo 
ple of Great Britain will be able to 
claim that they accomplished of their 
own free will what the people of 
other countries could only achieve by 
compulsion,” 

What the, committee has done may 
be illustrated by the figures rel 
ting to the reduction in the consump-- 
tion of bread, Thus, in the Padding 
ton district of London, the consump- 
tion of bread dropped by 25 to 30 per 
cent, in two months, In Willesden 
bread sales per week in May amount- 
ed to 481,839, In June they dropped to 
380,404 pounds, Brighton is eating 
20 per cent, less bread, and Reading 
25 per cent. less, Portsmouth re- 
ports that 180,540 pounds less bread” 
per week was sold in May, and a fur- 
ther reduction of 78,840 pounds in 
June, 

These are only some figures chosen 
at random from reports collected by 
the committee, but they show the
